of  conflict  and  suffering,  in 
part  because  he  preached  sub¬ 
mission  to  Babylon,  for  which 
he  was  accused  of  treachery 
and  was  severely  persecuted. 
The  opening  verses  of  our  les¬ 
son  passage  tell  of  God's  charge 
to  Jeremiah  to  go  to  Jchoiakim, 
the  king  and  declare  the  mes¬ 
sage  of  div.ne  exhortation  and 
declaring  Clod's  message  caus¬ 
ed  him  to  lie  bitterly  hated. 

THE  WAY  OF  SECURITY 

First  of  all,  Jeremiah  was  to 
declare  to  Jchoiakim  an  earnest 


luxury  and  to  build  for  him¬ 
self  a  magnificent  hquse.  That 
house  would  come  to  desolation 
unless  the  king  would  take  ser¬ 
iously  the  charge  from  the 
l-ord.  The  intensity  of  God's 
feeling  was  shovyo  by  his  oath. 
Judah  was  meant  to  be  like  Gil¬ 
ead.  that  is.  like  balm  to  the 
Lord,  and  like  Lebanon,  that 
i-  *  like  beauty  and  strength  to 
the  Lord;  But  disobedience 
would  make  Judah  a  wilder¬ 
ness  and  make  her  cities  des¬ 
olate  without  balm  or  beauty 
or  strength.  There  was  then, 
and  there  is  now,  no  alternative 
to  obedience  but  the  awful 
stroke  of  God's  judgment  in 
material  ruin  and  spiritual  suf¬ 
fering.
